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Mt.  Timpanogos 
Awaits  Hikers 


Some  six  thousand  hikers  are 
expected  at  the  annual  assault  on 
Mt.  Timpanogos  Aug.  1 and 
extensive  plans  have  been  made  to 
safeguard  them. 

Preparations  have  been  made 
for  security,  crowd  control, 
parking,  and  highway  safety  on 
the  hike.  A doctor  will  be  at 
Emerald  Lake  and  a helicopter 
will  standby  in  Provo  to  lift 
persons  off  the  mountain  in  case 
the  emergency  arises.  Two-way 
radio  sets  will  be  manned  at 
strategic  spots  along  the  trail  and 
the  Order  of  the  Arrow  will  give 
assistance  to  hikers.  Others 
helping  with  first  aid  and  safety 
will  be  the  Sheriffs  Posse  on 
horses,  the  Forest  Service,  and 
Alpine  Club  from  BYU. 

Snow  and  trail  conditions  are 
rated  as  “excellent”  for  the  hike 
according  to  Stephen  M.  Rushton, 
district  ranger  at  Pleasant  Grove, 
U.S.  Forest  Service. 

Both  the  Aspen  Grove  and 
Timpoonekee  trails  will  be  used 
by  the  climbers  this  year  as  they 
trek  up  the  12,000-foot  peak.  The 
first  hikers  will  be  allowed  to 
start  at  4 a.m.  Beginning  at  6:30 
a.m.  Summit  Club  badges  will  be 
awarded  by  the  Provo  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  an  expected  3,500 
who  reach  the  top.  Since  the  hike 
was  inaugurated  in  1912,  over 


55,000  persons  have  reached  the 
top  and  enjoyed  the  breathtaking 
view  of  several  Utah  Valleys. 

The  U.S.  Forest  Service 
encourages  hikers  to  use  the 
Timpoonekee  Trail  tliis  year 
which  is  more  scenic  and  offers  an 
easier  climb.  The  trail  begins  at 
the  Timpoonekee  Campground  in 
American  Fork  Canyon,  goes  up 
to  Emerald  Lake  and  then  to  the 
summit.  The  Aspen  Trail, 
although  about  a quarter  of  a mile 
shorter,  is  a steeper  climb  and, 
due  to  heavy  traffic  in  past  years, 
there,  has  been  much  soil 
movement  and  plant  destruction. 

Preceding  the  hike  will  be  two 
programs,  one  on  July  30  in  the 
old  BYU  stadium  and  the  other 
July  31  in  Aspen  Grove 
amphitheater.  Both  will  be&n  at 
8:30  p.m. 

Some  Came  West 

The  two  pageants  will  follow 
the  theme  “.  . . And  Some  Came 
West.’’  They  will  feature  the 
Sounds  of  Freedom  singing  group 
that  toured  the  Orient,  a men’s 
quartet  called  Imagery,  and  many 
talented  students  of  the  summer 
student  body  at  BYU  as  well  as 
townspeople.  The  Legend  of 
Timpanogos,  which  will  feature 
dances  by  the  Order  of  the  Arrow, 
will  be  recreated  at  the  nageant, 
too.

July  18  the  state  Democratic  convention  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  saw 
the  partial  realization  of  a fond  hope  of  many  concerned  citizens  and 
government  leaders  around  the  country. 

Their  hope  is  that  all  students  who  are  dissatisfied  with  society  and 
government,  would  work  within  the  system  and  help  it  instead  of  trying 
to  tear  the  system  apart. 

That  is  exactly  what  happened  July  18  when  about  200  student 
delegates  to  the  Democratic  convention  actively  took  part  in  the 
framing  of  the  party  platform  and  the  nomination  of  its  candidates. 

The  students  were  not  just  being  given  token  recognition;  they  were 
delegates  whose  votes  counted  just  as  much  as  any  other  delegate.  And 
they  made  a considerable  impact. 

There  was  hardly  a plank  in  the  platform,  as  it  was  finally  approved, 
that  did  not  have  the  imprint  of  student  thinking. 

Many  of  their  points  might  be  considered  radical  and  ultra-liberal  by 
some.  In  fact,  we  do  not  entirely  agree  with  them.  But  that  is  not  the 
point.  The  point  is  that  the  students  worked  within  the  system.  They 
caused  no  ruckus;  they  insulted  no  one. 

Among  their  group  many  could  be  seen  with  long  hair  and  even  a few 
in  slovenly  attire.  Most  of  them  certainly  could  not  be  compared  to  a 
typical  student. 

Yet  again,  that  is  not  the  point.  The  point  is  that  they  had  enough 
energy,  enough  concern,  and  enough  courage  to  meet  the 
“establishment”  on  its  own  ground.  And  they  did  it  in  a manner 
worthy  of  praise. 

We  are  delighted  to  see  such  action.  We  have  only  one  regret.  As  far 
as  we  could  tell,  there  was  only  a handful  of  BYU  students  there  and 
only  one  was  a delegate.  Most  of  the  student  delegates  were  from  the 
University  of  Utah  and  some  were  from  Weber  State. 

This  is  a sad  reflection  on  the  BYU  student  body.  In  a time  when  our 
country  faces  one  of  its  worst  crises  and  in  a time  when  church  leaders 
of  every  faith  are  urging  us  to  seek  the  election  of  good,  honest  men 
who  are  full  of  integrity,  we  here  at  “God’s  University”  appear  to  be 
full  of  apathy  and  neglect. 

We  are  reminded  of  the  parable  in  the  New  Testament  of  the  unjust 
steward,  wherein  the  Lord  said,  “For  the  children  of  this  world  are  in 
their  generation  wiser  than  the  children  of  light.”  He  said  this  to 
emphasize  to  his  disciples  that  the  children  of  the  world  are  wiser 
because  at  least  they  are  energetic  in  what  they  do  and  not  lazy  and 
complacent  as  so  often  are  the  children  of  light. 

This  is  not  to  imply  that  the  convention-goers  were  not  “children  of 
light”  but  this  parable  might  well  be  applied  to  the  BYU  student  body. 
Our  best  efforts  have  uncovered  only  about  25  students  who  are 
actively  involved  in  the  election  work  of  this  year.  Twenty-five  out  of  a 
summer  student  body  of  10,000. 

BYU  ...  the  next  time  you  hear  of  a student  riot,  the  next  time  you 
see  a polluted  river  or  a smog  bank,  the  next  time  you  disagree  with  the 
war  policy,  foreign  policy  or  domestic  policy  of  your 
government . . . feel  a twinge  of  guilt. 


Movie  On  Problems 
Raises  Problems  Too 


Five  hundred  dollars  is  not  much-if  you  say  it  quickly-but  it  is  a 
princely  sum  when  it  comes  from  student  body  funds  and  is  to  be 
used  for  making  a movie  one  knows  little  about. 

At  its  July  15  meeting,  the  Executive  Council  resolved  to  scrape  up 
$500  towards  the  cost  of  a movie  showing  the  alleviation  of  poverty  in 
Utah  Valley.  The  movie  is  intended  to  demonstrate  how  the  Utah 
Division  of  Family  Services,  Brigham  Young  University  and  the 
communities  overcome  problems  in  poverty  areas. 

BYU’s  involvement  is  not,  as  one  might  think,  in  solving  the  problems 
of  poverty-stricken  students,  but  the  students’  efforts  to  help  the  rural 


poor.

Confidence  In  Youth 

Prophet  Views  Mankind 


This  edition  of  The  Daily  Universe  was  well  on  its  way  to  completion 
by  the  time  the  Executive  Council  met  Wednesday  ni^t,  and  we  were 
therefore  not  in  a position  to  comment  on  the  meeting.  However,  we 
were  given  to  understand  that  the  meeting  would  see  the  introduction 
of  a proposal  rejecting  the  July  1 5 resolution. 

We  support  such  a move.  We  do  so  because  we  believe  that  there  are 
too  many  questions  yet  to  be  answered  regarding  the  total  economical 
and  moral  backing  for  the  movie. 

The  Executive  Council  gave  its  $500  support  on  the  basis  that 
budget-tight  KBYU  was  providing  the  lion’s  share  of  $2,000  towards 
the  cost  of  the  documentary. 

However,  it  would  appear  that  KBYU’s  offer  consisted  not  of  money, 
but  the  proffered  services  of  men  and  equipment. 

And  how  many  people  have  seen  a script?  How  many  people  will  be 
actually  involved  in  this  “studenf’-oriented  project?  Of  what  real  value 
will  it  be  to  BYU  and  the  student  body?  Where  is  the  money  coming 
from? 

We  believe  that  the  summer  student  government  does  not  have  the 
funds  to  spend  on  this  or  any  other  movie-regardless  of  the  honorable 
intentions  of  its  originators. 


“What  the  world  needs  today  is 
to  draw  nearer  to  the  Lord  and 
live  more  fully  true  Christian 
principles.” 

This  was  the  message  of 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon),  gave 
Saturday  on  the  eve  of  his  94th 
birthday. 

President  Smith  said  that  faith 
in  Christ  has  not  increased  in  the 
world,  nor  has  righteousness,  nor 
obedience  to  God.  “If  we  are  to 
survive  the  forces  of  evil  and  the 
contention  at  home  and  abroad, 
this  is  a good  time,  yes  a vital 
time,  to  turn  to  the  Lord.  He  will 
help  us  fight  our  battle  to  cleanse 
the  world  of  despotism  and  make 
it  a more  fit  abode  for  ail  who 
love  the  principles  of  truth, 
righteousness,  freedom  and 
peace.” 

The  Church  leader  explained 
that  it  is  “true  that  we  are  living 
in  the  most  enlightened  age  the 
world  has  ever  seen,  but  this  is 
only  in  regard  to  the  many 
material  and  physical  advances.” 
He  acknowledged  that  great 
progress  has  been  made  in 
mechanics,  chemistry,  physics, 
surgery  and  other  fields  with  man 
being  able  to  control  many  of  the 
elements  and  make  trips  to  the 
moon. 

“Yes,”  he  said,  “this  is  a 
wonderful  age.  However  all  of 
these  discoveries,  inventions  and 
accomplishments  have  not 
brought  us  peace  nor  true 
happiness.  They  have  not  helped 
men  get  closer  to  God,  nor 
created  humility  and  have  not 
turned  us  away  from  evil.  Nearly 
everything,  it  seems,  which  has 
been  given  that  should  be  a 
blessing  to  man,  has  been  turned 
to  evil  purposes  and  is  even  being 
used  to  bring  destruction  to  the 


He  looks  forward  to  a 
continued  era  of  progress  and 
growth  for  the  Church  he  leads. 
“There  is  no  reason,  if  we  are 
faithful  and  diligent,  why  our 
growth  should  not  be  greater  in 
the  next  decade  than  it  was  in  the 
one  just  concluded.”  During  the 
decade  of  the  60’s  the  Mormon 
Church  growth  was  a remarkable 
74  per  cent. 

Looking  ahead.  President  Smith 
sees  as  the  greatest  challenge  of 
the  time  the  keeping  of  the 
commands  of  the  Lord.  The  Ten 
Commandments,  he  said,  have 
never  been  abrogated  by  the  Lord 
and  we  are  expected  to  live  by
